German, a non-Jew, gaid 
to me: “Here in Canada the Jews 
work like other people. In Germany

But, of course, the German govera- 
ment hag handled the situation stu- 
pidiy, as st always handles any situ- 
ation, More than a bundred years 
ago the great French historian, Gui- 
zot, wrote: “There is something m 
the German temperament. which 
makes them utterly unable to under- 
stand the point of view of other 
peoples.”

MONTREAL, May 23.—An articre 
on “Royal Trains’ published recently 
in the Canadian National Railways 
Magazine recalls that Queen Victoria 
was unshakable in her conviction that 
safety in train travel could not be 
guaranteed at a speed of more than 
40 miles an hour.

But Their Majesties, King George and 
Queen Mary, as long ago as 1903, 
traveled 245 1-2 mileg in less than 
four hours, between Paddington and 
Plymouth, and their train touched 
more than 80 miles an hour.

Frenchman’s Letters to Wife Reveal 
He Was Posing as Crazy 


GETSLIFE TERM 


PARIS..-A remarkable criminal 
case—that of a man charged with 
murder, who is accused @ of having 
simulated madness for 11 years— 
came before the Lyons Assize Court. 

The prisoner, Henri Origene, aged 
55, is known as the “Landru” of 
“Bluebeard” of Lyons. He was 4 
farmer in a village near Lyons 12 
years ago, and he was found guilty 
of murder and sentenced to penal 
servitude for life, 

By matrimonial advertisements in 
local newspapers—thus imitating Lan- 
dru, the notorious Paris “Bluebeard” 
at the end of the war—he became en- 
gaged to a number of women whom 
he afterwards swindled. 

One woman, a middle-aged widow 
with a little fortune, named Mme Buy 
whose acquaintance he made in May, 
1922 disappeared the following month. 

When under arrest Origene became 
mad. He was placed in a_ lunatic 
asylum for seven consecutive years, 
and in this time he never uttered a 
word, 

A year ago he wrote several let- 
ters to his wife and tried to smuggle

If machinery were. really to dis- 
place man labor, some other system 
of distributing’ products, the nation’s 
wealth, would have to be found. 
There is tht danger of technocracy 
fitting into the cogs of communism, 
sovietiam, etc, The technocrats 
would substitute products of-machin- 
ery for money, do away with the 
money standard. Machinery is good 
in itself, but the profits go to the pri- 
vate capitalist, while the multitudes 
get but a few crumbs, The techno- 
crats are radical—they would have 
energy output the basis of reckoning 
the value of products, not its mone- 
‘tary value. Does not that conform 
to the soviet theory in part? The 
soviet would banish our present gov- 
ernment system, organize the people 
into clasges according to the work 
they do, ‘having labor as the domin- 
ant factor in all national affairs, 

The communists. seek to do away 
with private property and the ab- 
sorption of it by the state or commun- 
ity as a whole-—an equal distribution 
of wealth. Men are to work and hold 
property in common, That was tried 
as early as 1607 in the colony of Vir- 
ginia, and did not work. Then the 
Brook Farm experiment was started 
in 1841 by George Ripley, to test the 
theories of the transcendentaliasts. 
Each person worked a certain period

Winners Poultry Tests 


Winners of ‘the provincial poultry 
branch 100-day winter trapnest test 
are again found in central and north- 
ern Alberta. Mrs. A, Gibb of Dun- 
stable, Alberta, wins first prize with 
& flock of Barred Plymouth Rocks, of 
which 87.5 per cent qualified for cer- 
tificates. Messrs. Gibb Bros. of South 
Edmonton came second, with 71.8 
per cent of their flock of Rhode Isl- 
and Reds qualifying. Third place 
goes to Eri Wilkie of Big Valley with 
Barred Plymouth Recks, over 70 per 
cert of the birds qualifying. The 100- 
day winter trapnest test has been 
carried on under the direction of the 
poultry branch, Alberta department 
of agriculture, since 1927 when 11 
flocks were entered. The big year 
was 1931-32 with an entry of 60 
flocks. For the present year, owing 
to genera] economic conditions, the 
size of the extry has been consider- 
ably reduced, being 41 flocks.

Ways, and yet no two are exactly 
alike. Some resemble each other 
more closely than others, indeed the 
résemblance may be so great as tu 
make it difficult to tell the individuals 
‘apart and yet they are different. 
There are also marked differences, 
such as those of colour, age and sex 
which aliew for the population to be 
divided into groups. | 

At the time of birth, each indivi- 
dual has certain potentialitiés. What 
becomes of the individual depends up- 
on the equipment with which he is 
born and the extent to which he de- 
velops these gifts by proper training. 

Differences should be recognized. 
No amount of training would make 
every boy a good. sprinter because 
every boy has not the physical make- 
up whereby it is possible for him w 
run short distances at a great speed. 
Just as there are physical differences 
which are obvious to us, so there 
are mental or intellectual differences, 


. Many parents refuse to admit to 
themeelves that their child does not 
rank high intellectually. They drive 
the child and expect him to do in- 
tellectual, or what is commonly called 
brain work that is on a par with 
what is done by those who have a 
much greater mental capacity. The 
result is that the child fails, His fail- 
ures cause him keen anxiety even 
though this may not be apparent. Re- 
peated failure leadg to discourage- 
meht and is. frequently the basis of 
mental maladjustment in later life. 

Differences are not to be used 4s 
‘an excuse for failure to work hard. 
To meet difficulties and to overcome 
them is part of the necessary train- 
ing for life. The healthy person is 
the one who has developed to the 
full the capacities with which he is 
endowed and who uses them to en- 
hance the value of his work for him- 
self and for others. 

We are so alike in many ways that 
general rules serve as a guide to

Because of our 
differences, however, thse ruleg need

“One, of the greatést abuses of the 
Caplitalistic system «is governmental 
interference with the natural right of 
mankind to work for one another 
as economically as possible. One of 
the most dangerous weapons by 
which Capitalism _ has been abused 
and by which wealth has been un- 
equally distributed is concealed un- 
der the cloak of ‘Protection’; when 
exposed it is recognized as the ‘Tar- 
iff’—a nasty instrument put into the 
hands of a few to exploit the lives and 
liberty of many, which in the long 
run destroys those who may have 
benefited temporarily. 

“It is not the Capitalistic system 
that must be condemned, It is rather 
the abuse of the system that is re- 
sponsible for the evils .attributed to 
it, in error, by people who do not stop 
to think; by people who, unfortunate- 
ly, have not sufficieiy} power to ang- 
lyze the many complex problems that 
‘are the outcome of the activities of 
a@ progressive civilization.”

already reached beyond the experi- 
mental stage in what growers and : a. 
hydro engineers believe may mean the i 
‘dawn of & new era in Canadian agri- 
culture, the growing of fruit and vege- 
tables under all kinds of discouraging 
conditions by the use of electricity. 
“Some gardeners in the Burlington 
Wistrict are by far the most advanced 
in thie departure,” a hydro engineer 
said today, “but thig method is used 
in other parts of Ontario in a snvan 
Way, still largely experimental, — 
“What the cost of operation will be 
eventually we cannot say. At pres 
ent the growers are operating on short 
term power contracts and in the Bur- 
lington district this works out a little 
More than the cost of manure, If the 
new use shows different load factors 
than other uses in the country, ad- 
justments will be made. I believe it 
will work out cheaper than manure. 
The question is not ‘what does it cost’ 
‘but ‘what does it cost compared with 
other methods?’ said the hydro of- 
ficial, :

Think Soviet May 
Re-Admit Trotzky 


‘But Exile Is Réported Unwilling to 
Apologize to Stalin a ! 


VIEWS UNCHANGED 


PARIS, May 13.—Leon Trotsxy, 
former head of the Red army ane 
‘once an outstanding figure in the 
councils of Russia, was reported to- 
day in Communist circles here to be 
considering a return to Russia fron 
hig exile home in Turkey. A confiden- 
tial agent was said to be at present 
in Moscow negotiating with Joseph 
Stalin to this end. 

Stalin, Trotsky’s friends gay, is 
asking that the exile make a mild 
public statement, sufficient to “save 
Stalin's face,” after which Trotsky 
‘would be reinstated in the Communu- 
ist party, ° 

Friends of the exile maintain he 
mill not ‘accept this condition, since 
he believes he was right in the old 
quarre!| which resulted in his banish- 
ment. Negotiations are proceeding 
on this point, according to reports. 

These gourceg also say that the 
Moscow government is in a blind al- 
fey ¢conomically and politically, and 
now wants Trotsky to lend a hand. 

Trotsky was expelled from the 
Communist party in 1927 for what 
Stalin considered anti-party activi- 
ties.
